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The privation of Civil Rights under whicli the 
Roman Catholic subjects of these Kingdoms have 
unjastly suffered for a number of generations, and 
Under which they still labour, has, for a long series 
of years, kept this natiou in a state of agitation and 
discontent. For a redress of their grievances they 
. have, almost year after year, for upwards of thirty 
years, in the most humble manner supplicated the 
Legislature. Bnt their ei&rts have been unavailing. 
Bigotry and intolerance have triumphed over jus- 
tice and humanity, -and the Roman Catholics have 
still the mortiBcation to feel themselves a degraded 
people in the laud of their nativity, beside the loss 
of benefits which by the law of God and nature 
they have a right to enjoy, in common with the most 
favoured of their fellow-subjects. For a restoration 
of those nghtu the Catholics claim the benefit of 
treaties, solemnly entered into with them, and which 
secure, to them the possession of those rights. Of 
these treaties that of Limerick, as being the last, 
and the fulfilment ihereof being secured to them by 
the royal word of King William the Third, the 
Catholics claim the full benefit. The justice of their 
claims in this respect their enemies have been obliged 
to allow ; and a violent opposer of those claims, a 
gentleman high in office, has declared, that if it can 
be proved that the Catholics of Ireland have been 
deprived of any rights secured to them by that 
treaiy, he will himself vote for Catholic Emancipa- 
tion. To satisfy the mind of that gentleman, and 
of all others who may be desirous .to know how'far 
the claims of the Catholics are.coaptenanced by the . 
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treaty in question, the following Documents, col- 
lected from Records, State Papers and Letters, and 
other authentic sources are now submitted. 

That the Roman Catholics of Ireland in general 
never were, bjr any law, depriTed of those rights 
which they now seek to recorer, until the reign of 
King William the Thin), it is submtttedj the His- 
tory and the Statute Law of the nation abundantly 
testify.

reux of Ktldftre. were strict adhcreiits to the Romftft 
Catholic KeligioD. Of the lAV-Pieers, thoagh the 
riiajoritj' ot them Were Catholics, the other party 
being- joined with the Bishops grre the prepMider- 
ance te the Protestants, aod by this in^nious con- 
trivance of a packed Parliammt, the Acts of Supre- 
macy and Uniformity were carried thro\^h both 
Houses. fSee Rolls of Chancery, second Eliz. and

1814, tol. 2, p. 224.) 

How this affair was managed is related by the 
learned Doctor John Lynch^ Roman Catholic Arch- 
deacon of Tuam, in the time of King Charles the 
First. In his ". Cambreiuis Eversus," he informs 
'U8, that the Statute of Uniformity of the second of 
Elizabeth was passed by the artifice of a Mr. Stony- 
burst of Cbrdnff, then l^pealicr Of the House of 
Commons, who, being in the reforming interest, 
privately got together, <m a day when the House 
was not to sit^ a few such members as he kneff to 
be favourers of that interest, and, consequently, in 
the abs«ice of all those he believed would giye it 
opposition. (See a'sa Analect. Sacr. p. 431.) 

The Parliament of eleventh Eliz. ( I .'>6d) was also 
composed of Catholics and Protestants in both 

' Houses. In this Parliament" sevenit Persons were 
returned Members for Towns not incorporated, and 
Sheriffs and Magistrates of Corporations had re- 
turned themselves, and numbers of Englishmen 
had been returned for Towns which they had never 
seen or known. ^' Some of these were by the Judges 
" declared incapable of sitting, but still there was 
"left to the Government that majority of friends, 

. which so much pains had been taken to acquire." 
(Leiand, Tol.«, p. 342.) 

The Parliament of 1585, (twenty-seventh Eliz.) 
was remarkable for one particular circumstance at- 
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Uacling it, Damelv, that se<.«rnl of the Iritfh Cfaiefs 
and beads of triiW wer« summoned to it, who 
never before attended an Knglish Parliament.— 
The Annals of the four Mptters give the names of 
fifty-three Irish Chiefs who were . sutntnoned and 
attended that Parliamentt some .of whom bad been 
created Peers, bnt whether the other Irish Chiefs 
sat as Barons of Parliament, which is most likely, 
or whether they sat in the. House of Commons the 
AnnalistH do not inform us. Upon this a queMion 
might arise which it is foreign to this publication 
to pursue. Leland tells ns (Hilt Ireland, t. 2, 
p. Z9&,) that " none of the Northern Counties as 
yet elected their Knights, except Cavan, which 
was represented by two loyal Irishmen of the 
family of O'Reilly, with these we may reckon as 
reformed Irish, Sir Hugh Mac-Geoois, member 
for the County of Down ; Sir Tirlaugh O'Brien 
for Clare, ^ane M'Brien, for Antrim, and the 
two members for Longford,, of the name of 
O'Ferghal. Among- the spiritual Lords sat the 
Bishops of Clogher and Rapho'e, two sees which 
Davis assarea ns never were bestowed by Queen 
Elizabeth : and among the temporal Barons, 
Tirlaugh, the old Chieftain of Tirowen, was now 
admitted." For all this he quotes the authority 
of the Rolls of Chancery, H.A. twenty-seventh 
of Bliz,. Yet in this there is something like mis- 
take, which we shall not noV stop to examioe into, 
bnt must observe that if Tirlaogb the Chief of 
Tirowen, n ho never was created a Peer, sat as a, 
temporal Bwron, 'there is a strong presumption 
that the other Chieftains also sat as temporal 
Barons. 

In neither of these two last mentioned Parlia- 
ments was there any Act passed, nor any other 
thing done, to deprive the CatinolicH of any Civil 
or KeligioQs Rights or Privileges that they en- 
j<)7edatany time before the Reformation. They

But whatever hopes the Catholics mielit hare 
placed on the promises of James, his conduct, and 
that of bis Ministers, ^Mimpletely destroyed, very 
soon after his accession to tne Eng^lish throne In 
1603 he becaD)« King: of England, and on the 
4th of July 'I60A, a Proclamation was issued in 
England, commanding^ all Jesuits, and other 
Priests, to depart from the Kingdom.; and a si- 
milar IVoclaniation was immedia.te1y after pub- 
lished in Ireland. In the otitset of the. Proclama- 
tion, James se«ms to betray 
of the breach of his proniMi 
commences with, stating, " 
** Majesty was informed, that 
**■ land had been deceived by : 
** Bis Majesty was disposed t( 
*• of conscience, antl tb&fr.ee'< 
" contrary to which he always professed himself, 
*' by which means it has happened, that many of 
" his subjects of that Kingdom had'firmly resolv- 
' ** ed to remaih^ consbinlTy in that Religion.— 
*' Wherefofe'be declared to all his loving subjects 
"of Ireland, thi)t he; would notadmit any snch 
'* liberty of conscience, as th^; wci^'iiii^b tO; cx-

To enforce the penalties for a breach of the 
Act of Uniformity at this time, as well as the 
striof obserVan<ie of thie'Act of Sufw^macy, wis 
' uncalled for and unjust ' It was well known thst- 
' both those Acts were imp6aed upon the nation by 
force and fraad. Th« assembly of penons called. 
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a Parliament, that passed those Acts were not 
considered as a Parliament legally convened, ten 
only of the comities being suinmaned to send 
their representatJTea to fhat Afssemblj, and the 
cities and towns that sent jqpi-eseittatives, were 
mostly those that -mste under the influence >of Go- 
vernment. But constituted even as this Parlia- 
ment was, It was with difficulty, and by ^rick* the 
Acts were carried. :Leland tells ns, "the Lords 
*• aiid Cominons met on the elevteath daj of Ja« 
." huary, 1550, fully apprized of the fturpose of 
" cohven'tion^ but not uairersaUy weil tli$posed 
" towards the intended regulations. Such various 
" establisbqients, with respect to religion, had 
*' been made and reversed in the reigns of Henry, 
" Edward and Mary, thai the nonaeroas partizans 
'" of Rome afiected to lament the distinctions 
" which "had followed the first revolt from the an- 
'* cient system ; and urged, that to give rest to the 
" minds and consciences of men, it '^as absolutely 

" necessary to resist all further innovations 

" So much had Sussex been alai'med by the oppo- 
" sition he had encountered in this Parliament. 
" tliat he dissolved it in a few weeks ; and repair* 
." ing to the Qnegn, entrusted the Irish Govern- 
" ment to Sir William Fitz-William." (LeUmtt 
JJist. Ireland, vol. tl. p. |>. 224.330.) 

But the dissatisfaction occasioned by the enact- 
ing of those offensive Statutes was not confined to 
opposition members in the Patliamebt, it extend- 
ed all over tbe.aation, and every mouth inveighed 
against the Queen, and the junto by whose in- 
trigues the 'measure had been accomplished.—- 
Hence it was that the Act ef Uniformity was ne- 
ver venttu'od to tie either generally or strictly en- 
forced -during the entire of Elizabeth's reign. 

B^t potwithstanding 'that this Statute was suf- 
fered to remain nearly as a dead letter, during the 
b 
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reign ot Elizabeth, tibe ministers or Jamet, regvd- 
Icss of the odium it must tbrov upon their master, 
thought the enforcing. of' it now might be profit- 
ably undertaken. TIk profit^ however, itappearF, 
was Hot intended either for the benefit of the State, 
or of the poor of the several parishes, to whose 
relief the Act proTides the fines to be imposed 
should be applied. Mr. Carte, in his Life of the 
Duke of Ormond, (vol. I. p. 523,) tells us that 
the fine of l2d. Irish, fur being absent from 
Church on Sundays and holidays, ** had never 
been levied but on particular occatuons, and Jior 
the private gain of Ministers, and then had al^ 
ways eccatiioned a clamour abroad, of a terrible 
persecution." That these fines were applied in 
that manner, at the period we now treat of, is 
shewn by the 18th Article of the " Disorders and 
Abuses ill the Civil Government, '^ laid before King 
James, by the Agents of the Roman Catholic 
Lords, Knights, Citizens and Burgesses, who sat 
in the Irish Parliament in the year 1613. That 
Article states, *' The Statute made the second of 
** Elizabeth, laying a penalty of I2d. every Sunday 
*' and holiday, for not going to Church, is put 
" strictly in execution in many places ; but the said 
" money being a great matter of value over the 
'* whole Kingdom, is not employed upon the poor, 
" according to the Statute ; but how they dispose of 
it, " the ^rishioners or Church-wardens know 
not." (Desiderata Curtosa JUibemica, Dublin^ 
1772, vol. I. p. 249J 

Part of the answer of Chiefaester, the Lord De- 
puty, to this article is at least curious, if not as sa- 
tisfactory^ as ought to be expected from one in his 
state,- and lying under such, heavy charges. His 
Excellency tells his Miyesty, that indeed "The 
*' Statute of Recusants hath of late been put in exe- 
" cution,"and "that as touching the monies levied 
*' in the County of Dublin, it is indeed left in the 
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** hands of the Clerk of the Crown, by a special 
" order from the Lord Deputy and Council, to be 
*' employed in repairing of Churches and Bridges 
*' and like charitable uses.'* And why T good 
reader guess. But you cannot. Let the Deputy 

answer. " Because the poor of theparisheSj 

*' who are not yet indicted, are not fit to receive 
" the same, being Recusants, and ought to pay 
** the like penalty." — (Idem, p. p. 274, 27d.) 

* Still, notwithstanding this persecution of the Ro- 
man Catholic Priesthood and Laity, James did not 
attempt to deprive the Catholics of their right to 
w't in both Houses of Parliament. But prepara- 
tory to the meeting of the Parliament in 1613, he 
thought, by e stretch of the royal prerogatire, to 
secure the attendance of bis friends, that would 
out-nuniber the Catholics in the House of Com- 
mons. For this purpose he created a number of 
new Boroughs, and made Freemen of persons \rho 
were masters of no property, nor possessed of a 
sod of land lu Ireland. And to deter (he Catholic 
members from coming to, or giving opposition to 
the matters to be proposed in that Parliament, 
Chichester was charged with having drawn armed 
men, out of several garrisons into Dublin ; and 
numbers of the Protestant party appeared in the 
House, armed with swords, while the Catholics 
were " for the most part in gowns, without any 
" weapons." — (See Desiderat, Cttrios. vol. 1 p', 
356, 357.) 

Of these irregular proceedings the Aonian Ca- 
tholics complained to the King, but their com- 
plaints went for nothing. After a long investiga- 
* iioot in which there was an ostentatious appear- 
ance of impartiality, the " Pedantic King" made 9, 
speech to the Roman Catholic Agents, in which, 
though he was compelled to acknowledge some of 
their complaints were well founded, yet lie declar-

To trace the disputes between the Roman Ca- 
tholic party,, on the one side, and the Protestant 
party, headed by Chichester, and backed by the 
JCiiig, on the other side, relative to the election of 
a Speaker to the House of Cunimons, and qthcc 
matters, would be irrelevant to the design of this 
publication, which is merely intended to shew, that 
at no time before the reign of William lU. were 
the Cathclics deprived of their right to sit in Par- 
liament. We shall therefore refer those who may 
he desirous to be more fully informed on the nature 
of tlie!>e disputes, and the proceedings thereon. In 
the authority last quoted, frooi page i56 to page 
43O5 inclusive. 

But though the Catholics were not deprived* by 
James of their right Ui sit in Parliament, they were 
deprived of other valuable privileges, to which 
they were as fairly entitled. " This year all the 
*' Counsellors of I^w that were iu Ireland, tvho 
'' would not take the Oath of Supremacy, Wetc put 
" from pleading of causes in any of the Pour 
"Courts, or elsewhere to speak for an^cUeiiti,

Notwithstanding the disprules In the Parliament

. '■_ But, tfie iKing; sDod largai ithe Mc^on llmf edif- 
ied. &>rth>ht8 thanks, far uptin the apipuintineflt df 
,Sir Olivet SaintJ9hn^Jn l«16jitobe Loht Deputy 
■ffflr-etaunH^e. Hoes for not going. to Ghurtfritere 
.wgorottsly; enforced ; and .OM thw I5f* October, 
i}€l'7, a-nenv t^roclambtiou' Was i^ed ' agirinsf fhu 
r^^isb GWrgy. These sevK^ties Meie eontinued 
against the Catholics, while Saint John remained 
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in office as Lord Oi^puty,and from the time of tli« 
appointment of his successor. Lord Falklantl, utitil 
the death of James, on the 27th March, 162S. 
But DotwithstandiDg these persecutions, no attempt 
was made in all this reign to deprive the Catholics 
of their right of sitting in both HouBes of Parlia- 
ment. 

On the death <4 James, his son Charles I. as- 
cended the- throne of England ; and for the first 
two or three years of his reign, the Catholics of 
Ireland were not quite bo grievously persecuted as 
in the latter end of his father's days. The King 
^emed to feel for the sufferings of the Irish peo- 
ple, but the bigotry of Falkland, his Lord Deputy, 
and those associated with him in the administration 
of the Government of Ireland, counteracted in a 
^reat degree the apparently kind intentions of the 
Monarch. We are told by Mr. Grainger, in his 
Biographical Hi^ry of England, \ol. 11. p. 147, 
that Falkland's " strict, though legal administra- 
*' tion, in regard to the Papists, whom the Court 
.** was inclined to favour, raised the loudest cla- 
" mours against him fnan that party, who caused 
" him to l>e dismissed from his Viceroyalty, with 
" some circumstances of di^race." 

In the year 1626, England was involved in a 
war with the two most powerful KJnga in Europe, 
undertaken at the iniitigqtion of the Englirii Par- 
liament; but it was ifith much; reluctaocy that 
they voted scanty supplies to tlie King,, to carry 
on the war for me national honour. In this per- 
plexity of his affairs, the King was obliged to have 
recourse to some extraordinary powers, mcident to 
the royal authority, which createil a ^;reat clamour 
aji^ainst him, amongst his /oj/a/ subjects of Eng^ 
land, and their frieods .in Ireland. The Roman 
Catholics of Ireland on the eoatrary, freely came 
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forward, and offered coiistaDtly to pay an army of 
five thousand foot and five hundred horse« for hi» 
Majesty's service, provided tbey might be toler- 
ated in the exercise of their religion. — ^^w- Mdw. 
Walker's Hist. Di»cour»es, fol. 377.)— The to- 
leration they require'l, vras uierely an abatement 
of the oppressions and extortions of the Ekxleslas-' 
tical Courts ; to have all proceedings against them- 
in thiese Courts suspended ; to be released from 
those exorbitant sums nhich they were obliged to* 
pay for christeniihgs and marriages, and to have- 
the extravagant surplice-fees of the clei^ abo-' 
li^ed; To this reasonable proposal the Court lent 
a favourable ear ; but the Protestant Archbishops 
and Bishops became alarmed for the loaves aiid 
fUdies, and on the :16th of November, 1^6, twelve 
of them assembled at the house of Arcfabidiop 
Usher, and drew up a '* Judgment coneeming 
" toleration of Religion.*' which sets out with 
declaring, that " The Religion of the Papists is 
** superstitious and idolatrous ; their faith and doc- 
" trioe erroneous and heretical ; their Church, in- 
" respect to both, Apostatical: To give them, 
" therefore, a toleration, or to consent that diey 
" may freely exercise their religion, and profess 

" their faith and doetrine, is a grievous sin 

*' To grant them a toleration in respect of any 
'* money to be given, or ctmtribution to be made 
" by them, is to set Ke/ij^'on to saje, and with it 
" the soub of the people, whokn Christ our Saviour 
" hath redeemed with his most precious blood."— 
fFor Ihity and the rest of Mm Jioeumentt see 
Coxe's Hibeimia Anglicana, or History of 
Ireland, folio, London, 1690, par/ II. p. 43. 

This, and a Remonstrance from the House of 
Commons in England, put a stop to the intended 
concessions to the CaUiolics, for that time. But 
the exigencies of the King were now so great, that 
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it \ns neocGsary fae sbould procure monej, by some 
meam, nintx his English Parliament rerused to 
grant him mippUes. tt y/us therefore thought 
pensonaMe that, *' because the Irisfc- agents, itf 
'• Englanil, did consent to tbepayrDentof 120,000/. 
'* in ibr«e yean...... .fhatibe King should signify 

"his gracious acceptance thereof, by conferringf 
** come extraonlinary favours on the Agents, and 

" 'Contributors And therefore the King did on 

" 'the 24tlt day «f May, grant them thefollowing 
'* Giwocs, which were transmitted lo Ireland, by 
'^ wiiy sf Instructions to tbe L-ord Deputy and 
"Council."— (Ihtd, p 44.) 

. These Graces were procla'imed by Falkland 
shoitiy after they had been received by him ; birl 
it iraiiJd appear Uiat ^ey were withheld from Hiose 
for whese-faenefit they were principally intemled. 
And Wentwerth, who succeeded lonl Fa)klanil 
as Oeputy,'end bia Council of IreTand, advised the 
King -to reiCrenoh those Graces, though the Com- 
aiDDS House of 'ParlianieHt, which sat in Oublin,' 
ill.

to be intended against His Majesty, or any of them ; And I do 
make this recognition and acknowledgement heartily, wiHingly, 
and truly, upon the true faith of a Christian.— So help me 
God. 

" XVI. All compoBilions in the Court of Wards, of Aliena- 
tions, made bona fide for valuable considerations, intrusions, 
premier seisins, ouster les mains, and liveries, are to beredneed 
and limited to ihe eighth part of the true value of thelandaaad 
heredi laments so to be compounded for ; And alt Wardships 
and Custodies of Lands during the minority of our Wards, are 
to be moderately valued, according to the discretion of the

" XXf. No grants of intrusions or alienations, or leases of

It will not be wondered at that the Catholic 
Party should insist upon the terms of these Trea- 
ties, when it is known, that the Puritans had sent 
Sir Charles Coote, and others of that party, to 
Oxford, to meet the King, and who there pretend- 
ed that they were sent as Agents from the Protes* 
tants of Ireland ; though nothing as yet has ap- 
peared, that shews they were any thing more than 
the agents of the party in Ireland, attached to the 
rebellious Parliament of England. But let their 
mthoriW be what it may, the proposals they made 
to the Ring were such as required the vigilance 
and firmness of the Catholics to resist them. They 
))rOposed that the King woald abate his quit rents 
for a time, to encourage and enable Protestants 
to replant the kingdom, and cause a good walled 
town to. be buitt in every county of the kingdom 
for their security, no Papist being admitted to 

dwell therein that the Penal Laws should con* 

tinne in force, and be put in execution ; that no 
body .should execute the office of a Magistrate in 
any Corporation, or of a Sheriff or justice of 
Peace in a County, nor any Lawyer be alloired to 
practise, without ^king the Oath of Supremacy 
and Allegiance that there be a present dissolu- 
tion, of le Confederates; 
that alt A, and other hein- 
ous crii gainst, ontlawed, 
tried ai law, and such as 
were oi ittainted for the 
same, n igly ; that the at^ 
tainderi ason done io the 
rebellion, might be confirmed by Act of Parliar 
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inent, and traitorii conrieted and affainted, and 

thvir estates forFeited tb&t Popery, and Popish 

fiisbops, should be suppressed ; that all Popish 
Priests should be banished out of Ireland ; that no 
Popish Kecusant should be allowed toHt or vote in 
Parliament ; and that the King would take all Tor- 
feited estates into hia own hands, and affer making 
satisfaction to such as claimed by former Acbiof 
Parliament, dispose of the rest to Britisb and Pro* 
tetiamts, to plant the flame upon reasonable and 
honourable ternw. These propoMtioiis,and several 
others that shew that tbase Puritan Agents had 
nothing less than the complete extirpation of the 
CathDuiRs, may be seen at large in Borlase's History 
of the Irish Bebeltion, folio, Dublin^ 1743, page 
108. 

Upon these propositions, Mr- Carte, in his Life 
of me Duke of Ormond, makes the following re- 
marks : ** These propositions, for putting the lio- 
" man C^tfaolickA of Ireland under greater hard- 
"*' Eliipsthan any they had ever complained of be- 
" fore, incapacitating them from all offices what- 
" ever, disabling them from sitting in Parliament- 
« A PAIVIL^E WHICH THEY HAD AL- 
"WAYS ENJOYKD, and from which alone 
" they could expect any redress of future griev- 
« ances, forfieittng all their estates, real and per- 
*' sonal ; and yet obliging them, when their all was 
" taktm from tnem,fo make impossible refwrations 
" ""^ wtisfactions, for losses sustained and devas- 
" fations committed in the war, suppressing their 
" »«iigion, banishing all their clergy, and new 
" planting the kingdom^ were eviilently calculated 
" to hinder any peace at all, and certainly came 
** from some of the party of men^ which first formed 
** the des^n of an extirpation of the Roman Ca- 
** tholicks, and by publishing that design, made 
** the rebellion so gemn^l, as it proved at last." — 
(parte's Ormondy vol. 1, paged02.) 
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TLe validity of tliese treaties bss been denjetl.b/ 
tbe opponents of the Catholics. The first, od the 
grouml tliat the King hail denied his giving aufh(>-* 
-rity to conclude it, and tbe other on the gnmnd 
that the authority he had ^veii to Qrmbcui, vm 
-iritbdrawn, by a letter ivbicn he was compelled tit 
write nbile under restraint, by Iii8rebeHiouB,Sootdi 
and English subjects. That Glamorgan had au* 
tbority from the King to execute bis treaty with the 
Irish, is abundantly proved by a .variety of Docu- 
ments, to be found in Coxe's Hibemia AngUcana^ 
Jiorlase's Irak Rebellion, Warner's Jrish Itebeliitmt 
and Carte's Life of the Duke of Ormond — all Pro- 
testant writers, not one of - whom can be so much 
as suspected of any, partiality io the Soman C^~ 
tholicks. That the treaty signed by Ormond was 
done by tbe King's authority, is proved by the 
King's letter to Ormond, granting him the autho- 
rity, now of record in the Bolls Office, Dublin^ 
where the Treaty itself is! also enrolled, its: well as 
Orniond's W'arrant>fo the Chancellor for its enroll- 
ment, and the Chancellor's letter to the Clerk: of 
the Enrollments, commanding bim to have it en-: 
tcrcd. In twtditton to this, tbe Peace was publicly 
proclaimed bv the Lord Lieutenant and Council in 
Dublin, the 13th July, 1 046, and King Charles II: 
acknowledges it in bis DedBraiionlor tbe Settle- - 
ment of this Kingdom, now parcel of the Statute 
Law of Ireland.— '(See *K*7oinerf DOCUMENT?'; 
No. H, and Borfasc's Jrish tlebellion, p. 208.) 

This treaty with Ormond came.to nothing. in the 
end J for though the Confederates in ^eperal w«re 
delermine<t *o fulfil their parts, sumCof the Koniati 
Catholic bo<Jy were dissatistied with the terms ; of 
these were the famous Owen Roe O'iVeill nod the 
Pope's Nuncio, with some of the Catholic Clergy. 
Tbe Puritan party in the King's army w'ere who 
dissatisfied, and this disagreement gave Ormond an 
excuse for breaking off a Treaty that he had si£de<l 
with unwilliugnees, and after many delays ; ^i^icb

Some deny the validity of ^ia Treaty} as Or* 
mood, as they alleilge, had received no new powers 
to treat with the Irish ; but whoever wiU take the 
trouble to consult Carte, fiorlase, Warner, '&o. on 
this subject, will find that he had directions from 
the King, to obey the commands of the Queen and 
the Prince of Wales, in respect to bis transactions 
with the Irish Catholics, and the commands of 
these Royal Personages were, that Ormond should 
conclude the Peace. It was, however, signeil too 
late to save the King, who was in a few days after 
thes^ning of the Ireaty put to death by his re- 
bellious Protestant subjects^ at Whitehall, Lon- 
don. 

As soon as die murder of Charles the First was 
made known to the Marquis of Ormond, he pro- 
olaimed Charles II. King of England, Scotland^ 
France and Ireland, at Carrtck, the \B&i of Fe- 
bruary, 1648, and immediately afterwanis be was 
Sroclatmed in all the towns in Ireland, where either 
tmond or dhe Confederate Catholics had power. 

That Charles ' II. was perfectly satisfied with 
Omond, respecttng the Treaty of 164S, and A*.t 
he comadered fairaseirbound to fidfU the omditioiM 
of it, his letters, and those of his Secretarice and 
friends, to Ormond, from the time of bis father's 
death until his own testeration abundaathr testify. 
In a letter written by his M^'esty to the Marquis, 
dated at the Hague, March 9tfa, 1649, he says, 
** I have lately received from tfie Lord Byron, A

This, with the Journals of the House of Lords, 
it is submitted, establishes the fact, that the Ro- 
man Catholics had the right, and did practise that 
right, of election in the reign of Charles II. and 
that they had the right, and did exercise the righf, 
of sitting and voting in Parliament, all through 
that King's reign, whenever a Parliament was con- 
vened. It is submitted, that the sitting of one 
Member establishes the right as firmly as if the 
whole House were Catholic. 

It has been said that Orrery packed the Parlia* 
ment for passing the Act of Settlement. To &e« 
that this charge is not void of foundation, it is only 
necessary to inspect his Letter to the Duke of Or- 
mond, dated yJanuary 2d. )06I. In that letter, 
after speaking of other things, he saj-s, " I am very 
*' glad to hear the great Bill of Settlement is in so 
*' good a way of dispatch, as 1 fipd it is in the close 
*' of your Grace's letter. Its arrival here is not a 
** little thirsted after, nor are we less sensible of 
" your Grace's care and favour iu getting this 
" Parliament continued. 1 writ my poorsenutp 
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" your Grace, Iiow fit U niigbt be, that after this 
" Parliament h&\i done what was requisite for them 
« to do, AN UNQUESTIONABLE ONE migftt 
" be called to confino all ; which I rejoice to find 
" was also my Lord Chancellor's sense, and is so 
*' well liked by bis Majesty, your Grace, and my

'' seems to be so just and noble a prerogative of 
" the Crown, ami so necessary and so advan- 
" tageous to the Chief Governor of this Kingdom, 
** for bis Majesty's service, that I bumbly leave it 
" to your Lordship's consideration, whether it be 
" not very expedient it should be continued, and 
*' that we had his Majesty's orders for it." — {State 
Jetlersoftke Earl of Orrery, Dublin, 2 vols. 8vo. 
vol. I, page 67— 8.) 

From Orrery we have proofs that the Catholic* 
did actually sit ill the House of Commons and from 
the Lords Journals we have authority to insist, tl.at 
they did sit in the House of Lordu, in the Reign of 
Cbarles the Second. ITiese are iniMsputable autho- 
rities; but if even these were wanting, we have 
other authentic documents to refer to,- which shew 
that even if the Catholics did not exercise their 
rights in that period, those rights did exist in full 
force during ihe entire of that Monarch's reign^ 
One of these Documents was written by Arthur 
Capel Earl of Essex," Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
in the year 1675, and the other by a Colonel

' In the foregoing; pages, mid the subjoined Docu* 
ments, ve have spewn, front indubitubte autbori-- 
ties, thai the Roman Catboltcs of Ireland enjoyed 
the right pf sitting and voting in every Parliament 
held in the country, from the commeucement oC 
the reign of Elizabeth tu the end of that of Charlea 
the Second, except during the iihort period when 
the Royal authority waii usurped by a faction, tha^ 
et length brought their So.verelgn to an igno-; 
minoua death. We might go further, and sbew 
that they also enjoyed tbc^ privikges in the reign 
of James II. but this we presume w(H not be de- 
nied. We have also shewn, from authentic Dq* 
cunienis, that the Cutholics of Ireland, in all their 
Treaties with the $)i)glish Government, made it an 
Indispensable article, that they should not be bountf 
to take the Oath of Supremacy, to (Qualify theni to 
till any office, or to fadid liny situation in the State, 
which any person of any other religion might en^ 
joy. We now beg leave to call the publie atten- 
^n to the Treaty oif Liiperick-^a Treaty pur^ 
chased, on the side of the Roman Catboticq, by 
great and Talushle saerifices, and conceded to then 
by their opponents, at a time when it was af the 
most vital importance to the ^tgliph tatcresti^ 
that the War in Ireland dw^ld be tenninHtfid. 

By this Treaty, purchased for valuable consider- 
ations, to the observance Of wbkh the Lonls 
-Justices of Ireland, and the Generals of King 
f^itliam's Army, bound themselves in the inostuk- 
lemn manner; and which WaCtetwarUs iiiwre^ 
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by tk« Ro3tit t*ledge of King William, who for 
hiinseTf, bis lleire and Successors, did " ratify anil ' 
conlirin the snnie, and eveiy clause, matter antl 
thing therein cot:tained,'* the Catholics secured, 
BO far as a Treat; could uecur'e any thing, the full 
«i\f0jnient of Mich *' privll^es, in iJm exercise of 
" their B«ligion, aa the) did e^joy in tb« reign of

f should po8Be>8 and enjq; all the rights, thlesand

That the' English Goi^rnineitt jeoaai<ler«i the 
surrender of Limerick, and the ternrinatittn of 
the War in Ireland, a aatter of the utmost im- 
portance to them, may besatberied from varieuil 
authorities. In a letter wnttett by Lord Jn^ice 
Cooiogsby to G!«neral Ginekell, ite fimi that ^ 
Lord JuMice wished to impress upon the Geoenl, 
** how absolutely necessary it was for theai&hiof 
" all Christendom, that the War in Ireland should 
** b« ended this sumimef; timt there- tiere but two 
** ways of bringing it about, either by force or 
** treaiy, the fetter of ^\da he despaired of, fVeiii 
** the obstttiacy of these in Gaimay, who fronlU 
" never submit to a Pt-oclamation, when they re- 
** Aised such terniB assured to theni by the Arficles. 

*' .i He repreaented how averse people genenrfTy 

** were from giving the Irish any eundhiona; biit 
^ that such did not consider the misery of th6 
**- country, and tess understood the eireum»ia»ee» 
*f »f affsHT* abroad. ■ He »hewed «» injfini^ 
^ concern «» aeceunt 0/ Me fiTi'n^, and a great 
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** uaeasiness, least the weather should hinder 
" the Genvral from finishing the work." — 
{Harris' Life of King JVUliamf lolio, Dublin, 
1749, page 335—6) 

The Bulhor we have ju«t now quofetl, speaking 
of tbs Cesaatioii proposed bji tbe French and IrUh 
Comoianders in Limerick, preparatory to making 
Articles for the surrender of the Town, says, '* The 
" Geoerai immediately writ to the Secretary at 
*' War, informing bim of what had pnssed, and 
'* deitiring his company at8 o'clock the day lollow- 
" ing, and to bring with him the last letter written 
'* by the Queen, upon the subject of the ^pitu- 
*' lation ; am) also one written by the King, touch- 
** ing Lord Lucan. What was the subject of these 
" letters can only beguessed at; but in aU probabi' 
** lity they contained iifitructions to put ait end to 
** the War, on any terms." ~~(\bid, page 348.) 

. Again> we are told by the same aulhbr, tiiat 
*' Tbis surrender happened at a favourable con- 
f^juDcture ; a fleet sent by France to the relief of 
*' Limerick arriving in Dingie Bay, a day or two 
*' after the Articles were signed, which bad it got 
" safe up to the Towo a lew days before, might 
?* have probably protracted the War— (Ibid, 
page 35;i) 

, Th« same author also tells us, that " While the 
" King's (Williams') troops were divided by means 
" of the Irish War, his .uifjesli/ .covtd ^vt possi' 
*' bly proceed with, Ih? desired success i» Plan- 
f ders; and therefore to put a speedy end to (he 
*' War, he sent instructions to the Lords Ju»- 
'* iiees, to issue a Deetaration, assuring the 
« Mrish of much more farourable conditions 
" than tfietf afierif}<trds obfaiaed by tftt Ar- 
;" ticles of Liiaerielt"~0hid, page 372.) Yet 
William, f^otwithstqading his eagerness (o. have 
the Town surrendered,, aad his soIqi^h engage- 
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ineiit to fuUll the Treaty, was not a!^anieJl to 
breakthrough these Articles,, and his own Word, 
within 'a very short space of time, after he bad 
obtained what he so earnestly wisihud. 

Another author of celebrity, 5pealcing of thi^ 
affair, says, " The opponents of William give 
*' Win no credit, either for bis justice or huhiaiiity, 
** upon the present occasion. They ascribe his 
" eagerness to finish the troubles in Ireland to hi& 
" earnest' desire of prosecuting With vigour the 
" War on the Continent. They allege, that had 
" notaii English Pariiament deprived hiscreatures 
" of the hopes of Irish foH'eiturt'K, he would have 
*' been less liberal in the concessions which he 
*' made."— (Mai'pherson's HUtory of Great 
Britain, vol. 1. p. 633 ) 

We have hitherto principally dwelt upon the 
right of the Catholics to their seats in Farlianlen^ 
down to the conclusion of the reign of Charles 11. 
But there are other important privileges -which 
they eiijuyod in the san>e period, and of which 
they are now deprived. Of these is to be reckon- 
ed the Freedom of Corporations, and the right of 
voting in tbem upon every occnsioii. That they 
bail early enjoyed that right will not he denieil, ami 
that they stilt enjoyed that right in the time of 
Charies the Second, and consequently that it was 
insured to them by the' Articles of Limerick, is 
proved by the subjoined DOCUMBNTS, No. 14, 
page 64, and No. 15, page 68. 

But Lin^erick had scarcely been surrendered to. 
the English, when the Articles by whiofa. it WM 
deliver^ up to them, though guaranteed by every 
thing that could make a Treaty sacred and bind- 
ing, and afterwards ratified by King William, and 
coiiBrmed under the Great Seal of fingland, were^ 
in the most scandalous manner, basely- brt^c'n 
through, by those who had profited famach':^ 
theia, contrary to the law, of ttatuj^-j the law 'of 
nations, of public faith, and of the royal word 
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Not to notice tbe Utegal acfM of oppreiuion and 
injustic* commiUed on the Roman CatboHc$ by 
Sfatrifti, Magistrates, and even the Lorcts Justi- 
ces, immediately after ibo surrender of Ijmerixrk'. 
as meotioned by Harris, in his life of King Wil- 
lifun ; the Farliameat, which met in the year l0O5y 
bad no sooner assembled, tlian they, instead of 
confirming tbe rights of the Catholics as granted 
tatbem by the Articles, and by tbe pledg.e of tbe 
Kin^,. commenced this work of injustice, by de> 
privinp the Catholics of tbeau rigfbu. CSee the 
sabjojaed DOCUMENTS, Ne. 17, page 7».) 

The proceediiTgs of the Parliament in 1697, 
was even more cruel and unjust than that of 1895^ 
for under the pretence of passing a ffill for tbe 
confirmation of the Articles •f Limerick, the 
most severe Penal Law«> were passed against the 
Catbolica. LawH so sever«„ so unjuat, and so 
repugnant to> tbe Articles, that several of theOicm*- 
of botb- Howes were so much dlss^tisified with, 
and ashamed of tbenik tbaJ^maay of tbe CowonoBs 
rfiticed from tbe Houasr ^^nd several of tbe Lords 
«Bfeer«d their Protest against .tint BiU, amoii^ 
wfaicb wns Ooetor. WilluuQ: King, then Bishop 
of Oevry, afterwards; Arobbisbop of DuUui, 
Itttd author OjC ft Book, entitled. '^ The Stata tf 
A44; FfxM^taats ^ irvlandf. ^ltt^0r Um lata SOag 
J!am»''' Govermmeitt;" a.

Poi' years have the Catholics of Ireland unavail- 
ingly petitioned the Imperial Parliament, for re^ 
dress of their Grievances; for simple Justice. — 
Many of both Irish and English Members have 
powerfully advocated their cause, yet still justice 
remains to be done, and Ireland is still to be pa- 
cified. Of ibe Irish Members who have opposed 
the Catholic claims, none are to be reckoned, but 
the bigot-ted and intolerant, who wish to perpetuate 
an odious distinction amongst their countrymen. 
Of the English Members who oppose the claims 
of their Catholic fellow-subjects, it is supposed 
the majority do so, not from a desire to give per- 
manence to injustice, but because they hare been 
led astray by early prejudices, misstatements on this 
question, and the opinion, that no injustice is done 
to the Catholics, by rejecting their claims. To 
shew these gentlemen that the privil^es the Ca- - 
tholics now ask, and which they did enjoy until 
the reign of William HI. have been purchased 
by them for valuable considerations, that they have 
been secured to them by the moat solemn treaties, 
and that they have been deprived of thein by fla- 
grant injustice, the subjoined Documents are 
referred to with confidence ; a confidence founded 
on the good sense of the English People, who must 
lee, that until justice is done to the Irish, by restor- 
ing to them their just rights, no settled or perma- 
nent tranquility in Ireland^ and consequently no 
eompkte security to the Empire, bowever desiraUe* 
«an be expected.

That the Said ships shnU be furnished with foraee for 
horse, and all necessary provisions to subiist the Officers, 
Troops, Dragoons and Soldiers, and all other persons that are 
shipped to be ^nsported into iPrance ; which provision shall 
Se paid for, as soon as all ore disembarked at Brest or NanU, 
upon the coast of Britlafty, or any other port in F'rance tbey 
oilD make. 

X. And to secure the return of the said ships, (the danger of 
the sew exeepled,) and payment of the said provisions, sufli- 
cient heatagea sball be given. 

XI. That the Garrisons of Clare Castle, Rosa, and all other 
Foot that are in Garrisons, in the Counties of Clare, Cork, and 
Kerry, shall hia.ve the advantage of this present Capifulation, 
and sucb part of those tiarrisoos as dcsi^ to go beyond seas,>

« jfyig^ ^Tbis William, Bishop of Derry, was the celebrated 

Doctor William King, who wrote " Tbe State of the Protea- 
tanls of Ireland, under the late King James" GoTemroent ;" a 
book teeming with the most Tirulent abuse against the Roman 
Catholics, but who, notwithstMidiBg bis enmity to that body, 
could not conscienliooaly i«ree to rob them of tbe benefits se- 
cured to them by tbe sacred Articles of a Treaty, and by tho 
solemn eneairemeut of a King. Doctor King was consecrated 
BUbop of^rry, in Christ cEurch, Dublin, a«bMarcb,1690, 
and tr»slated to tbe ArchbUhoprick of Dublin, by Letters 
Patent, dated lllh of March, 1702. He also entered hU 
Protest against the " Act to prerent the further Growth of 
Popery."
